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Arguments Concluded 
Watergate Case 
Goes to Jury 
On Monday 


WASHINGTON <AP> T The 
W atergate cover-up trial jury is 
about ready to consider its v e r­ 
dict in the historic case that 
toppled R ichard M. Nixon from 
the presidency less than two 
y ea rs after his landslide re- 
election. 
In his closing a rg u m e n t to the 
jury on F riday, Chief P ro s ­ 
ecutor J a m e s F. Neal called on 
the nine women and three men 
to "b alan ce the accounts and 
close the ledger plates of W a­ 
te rg a te .” 
U.S. District Ju d g e John J. 
Sirica said he would explain the 
legal points in the case to the 
jury Monday morning, a proc­ 
ess expected to take two and 
one-haIf hours. 
T hen the jury can begin d e ­ 
ciding w hether the five defend­ 
ants, including three of the 
m ost powerful figures of the 
Nixon adm inistration, are guil­ 
ty or innocent of charges they 
conspired to obstruct the inves­ 
tig a tio n 
of 
th e 
W a te rg a te 
break-in. 
D efendants in the trial that 
began Oct. 1 a re form er Atty. 
Gen. Jo h n N . Mitchell; exWhite 
House aides H. R. H aldem an 
a n d 
Jo h n D. 
E h r l ic h m a n ; 
fo rm er assistant 
Atty. 
Gen. 
R obert C. M ardian. and Ken­ 
neth W. P arkinson, one-time 
law yer for Nixon's re-election 
com m ittee. 
All five are c h arg ed with con­ 
spiracy and all but M ardian are 
charged with 
obstruction 
of 
justice.

ing to a grand jury and the 
S enate W atergate com m ittee. 


H aldem an with three counts of 
lying to the W atergate com ­ 
m ittee and E hrlichm an with 
two counts of lying to a grand 
jury. 
The grand jury that returned 
the indictm ent in the case on 
M arch 1 also nam ed Nixon an 
unindicted coconspirator. 
Nixon was subpoenaed to tes­ 
tify in the trial, but Sirica or­ 
dered the case to proceed w ith­ 
out the form er president's testi­ 
mony after three court-appoint­ 
ed doctors said Nixon should 
not be questioned before Jan. 6 
because of his phlebitis condi­ 
tion. 
In addition to testim ony from 
m o re than 80 witnesses, the ju ­ 
rors heard all or parts of 31 
tapes, most of them co n v ersa­ 
tions between Nixon and his top 
aides. 
In his final words to the jury, 
Neal, a 44-year-old law yer from 
Nashville, Tenn., said public of­ 
ficials “ m ay m ake m istakes 
but they m ay not cover up those 
m is ta k e s 
by 
m is u s e 
of 
governm ent agencies ... they 
m ay not com m it crim es, they 
m ay not, in an effort to p erp et­ 
u ate them selves in power, a s ­ 
sault the tem ples of justice in a 
m assive effort to obstruct ju s­ 
tice. 
"W hen these things occur, 
society m ust call those respon­ 
sible to account." 
The last defense law yer to 
ad d re ss the jury w as Jacob 
Stein, attorney for Parkinson, 
who described his client as po­ 
litically naive and repeatedly 
misled bv Nixon re-election of­ 
ficials including Mitchell and 
M ardian.

shortly before 8 p.m., police 
said She w as pronounced dead 
on arriv al at nearby Metropoli­ 
tan Hospital. 
Police said Miss V anderbilt’s 
husband, Curtis B. Kellar, a 
general counsel to the inter­ 
national division of the Mobil 
Oil Corp., and one of her sons by 
a previous m a rria g e were at 
hom e at the tim e of her death. 
Kellar noticed the open win­ 
dow and looked out just as the 
passerby discovered his wife’s 
body 
A first cousin of railroad m o­ 
gul C om m odore Cornelius Van­ 
derbilt, Miss V anderbilt also 
claim ed descent from the first 
Vanderbilt to settle in A m erica, 
J a n Aersten van der Bilt. 
Miss V anderbilt wrote an in­ 
ternationally syndicated daily 
new spaper colum n, a monthly 
m agazine colum n and books 
that sold a total of more than 
five million copies 
"W hat does Amy Vanderbilt 
s a y ’’’ was the first question 
asked by millions of A m ericans

Some statistics tell part of the 
story: 
Prices received for livestock 
and livestock products dropped 


nearly 8 per cent 
Prices received 
for crops

feed, seed, fertilizer 
interest 
petroleum and supplies shot up 
177 per cent 
Less surprisingly, the weath­ 
er also flip flopped 
Farmers 
had an unusual growing season 
and a good harvest season. The

At year's end the experts 
hesitated to predict what faced

$2 23 to $3.33 a bushel for corn, 
for instance. Soybeans went 
trom $5 18 a bushel to $7 35 a 
bushel, an increase of 42 per

But, the price for meat ani­ 
mals dropped nearly 11 per 
cent Steers fell off from $40.30 
to $37 20 and hogs from $41 10 to 
$37 ho Yet. livestock producers 
were pay ing the sharply higher 
feed prices 
Feeds lor dairy cattle moved 


up 14 per cent, for beef cattle 18 
per cent, for hogs 9 per cent, for 
laying hens 18 per cent and for 
turkeys 21 per cent 


Yet, while milk prices re­ 
mained virtually unchanged, 
poultry and eggs went down 
nearly 11 per cent-eggs from 
56 to 49 cents a dozen, turkeys 
from 45 to 29 cents a pound

enough w ith at least an average 
plow ing season Then came wet 
weather in late spring and early 
summer, followed by a pain­ 
fully long dry spell that slashed 
corn yields 
The drought was especially 
hurtful in Ohio’s northwestern 
bread basket A spate of ram 
came too late to do the grain 
farmer much good, although it 
•vilv aged some v egetable crops 
As a final blow, frost came 
catlv.

LAN CASTER, Ohio (A P )—A 
small private jet crashed and 
exploded on a fog-shrouded, 
wooded hillside near Lancaster 
on Friday night, killing the 
chief pilot and two co-pilots of 
Anchor-Hocking Corp. 
The craft was returning to 
Lancaster from Denver, Colo., 
where it had dropped off An­ 
chor-Hocking president John 
Gushmanand his wife. Only the 
three pilots were aboard.

CAIRO, Egypt <AP) — F or­ 
eign Minister Ismail Fahmy 
and War Minister Lt. Gen. Ab­ 
del Ghanv Gamasy leave for 
Moscow today on an urgent in­ 
vitation 
from 
Soviet 
leader 
Leonid I Brezhnev to discuss 
his visit to Cairo next month. 


The Russians have offered 
new arm s shipments to Egypt if 
Soviet military advisers are 
permitted to accompany them, 
and the timing of the trip plus 
Gamasy s presence in Moscow 
make clear that military issues 
will be a prime topic. 


President Anwar Sadat re­ 
ceived the invitation from 
Brezhnev on Thursday. The 
contents were not disclosed, but 
a Foreign Ministry source said 
Friday the trip should be view­ 
ed in the context of improving 
Soviet-Egyptian relations. 
However, 
the source said 
Egypt still believes the United 
States can play an important 
role in settling the Middle East 
crisis. 


That indicated there is hope 
for Secretary of State Henry A. 
K issin g e r's step-by-step a p ­ 
proach on reopening peace ne­ 
gotiations. 
Diplomats believe Egypt re­ 
m ains 
com m itted 
to 
Kissinger’s role even though his 
efforts are stalled. 


The Soviet Union appears to 
be mounting a campaign to re­ 
gain ground lost to U.S. diplo­ 
macy in the Middle East during 
1974 and is attaching great im­ 
portance to Brezhnev’s .Jan. 14 
visit. 
The Soviet news agency Tass. 
reporting the trip by Fahmy 
and Gamasy, made no mention 
of Brezhnev’s urgent message 
Both men last visited Moscow 
in October. 


Kelations between Egypt and 
the Soviet Union were strained 
in July 1972 when Sadat ex­ 
pelled 15,000 Russian advisers. 
He charged his allies did not 
supply enough military equip­ 
ment in the 1973 war. 
Field Marshal Ahmed Ismail, 
who was buried in a state fu­ 
neral in Cairo on Friday.

Were They 'Good Old Days' 


Otto L. Bettmann knows a good deal about 
American history. He is a professional historian 
and operates the two-story Bettmann Archive in 
Manhattan. 
We bring up his name because he has some ad 
vice for Americans who view the past in terms of 
paradise, or. if you will, “ the good old days 
Bettm ann's advice, dispensed lavishly in his 
latest book, “The Good Old Days 
They Were 
Terrible,” is for backward-looking Americans to 
“ take off those rose-colored glasses. 
THE BOOK DETAILS the misery of the p< 
riod from 1800 to World War I The author re 
minds his readers that the problems we have to 
day were present then 
pollution, over-crowd­ 
ing and inflation 
“In fact." he writes, “ every thing was worse 
for the mass of the people, especially women and 
children. Water didn't come out of taps and food 
didn't come out of cans. True, people living in 
New York City in the 19(X)s could take their fami 
lies to Central Park for five cents a person each 
way But if a man made $1 a day, as many did. he 
couldn't afford i t " 
There was no escape to the suburbs for most 
families of that period, Bettmann says Workers 
were tied to neighborhoods near the factories by 
low wages and long hours Health hazards in­ 
cluded reeking sanitary facilities and polluted 
air from steam locomotives and belching factory 
smokestacks 
Bettmann travels all over the country 
in 
search of art and items that reveal America s so 


cial history He warns that nostalgia is not al­ 
ways realistic 
His Ixxtk reveals that the creator of Central 
Park recommended in lfSRi that the park be 
closed after dark because of the high crime rate 
1 he historian throws out other informative 
tacts, figures and statements: Between 1869 and 
1890, crim e in American cities rose by 445 per 
cent while population increased only 170 per 
cent. child labor w as a normal means of survival 
lo r a majority ol families, women worked in 
sweatshops and pulled carts through the streets 
like beasts of burden : seamstresses made $7 for 
an 84-hour workweek; in 1890. most men made 
$12 a week with 50 per cent of that going for food 
and traffic problems wc re demonstrated by a re­ 
port b\ the National Safety Council that the 
horse-associated fatality rate of the last century 
was 10 times as great as the motor vehicle fa­ 
tality rate of modern times. 
BETTMANN II \S a reason for listing every­ 
thing he has uncovered about the “ bad old 
day s 
He wants people to have more respect for 
and confidence in I he present era through being 
realistic about what has gone on in the past. 
He savs “ It s fine to enshrine our childhood 
But we shouldn't look only at the entertainment 
part of the past eras; at the sleigh rides and the 
Ziegfeld Follies I ts had if it makes you negative 
about our own times There are problems, but 
problems are soluble History teaches us that 
problems can be solved “

Gov -Elect Jam es A Rhodes has wasted no 
time plunging into the task of assembling a cabi­ 
net and staff for the new Ohio administration 
which will begin to function Jan 13 
During the period between the Nov. 5 election 
and the decision by Gov John J Gilligan Dec 13 
to call off the recount. Rhodes refused to discuss 
appointments and other state government plans 
— and wisely so 
However, he and his aides obviously weren't 
idle during that period because w hen his first an ­ 
nouncement concerning appointments cam e it 
was revealed he already had filled 12 cabinet 
posts and three key administrative positions 
Last Friday he named three more adm inistra­ 
t i v e aides 
SIX OF THE cabinet m embers served in the 
Rhodes' cabinets when he was governor from 
1963 to 1971 although two will not be functioning 
in the same assignments they held previously. 
All six erf the men — Richard L Krabach of 
Lima. John M Stackhouse of Wakeman. Howard 
L Collier ofToledo. Gordon Peltier of Columbus. 
Donald D Cook of Bexley and Denver L White of 
Athens — are highly regarded w ith Krabach and 
Collier probably the best known 
~ 
Krabach. who will become director of adm in­ 
istrative services, was Rhodes' first finance 
director and did an excellent job before leaving 
to become city manager of Cincinnati 
Collier, another former finance and budget 
director under Rhodes who has been vice presi 
dent of the Medical College of Toledo, will be di­ 
rector of budget and management. 
Stackhouse will return as agriculture director. 
White as head of the Department of Welfare and 
Peltier as commerce director 
Cook, a former director of liquor control, will 
be director of highway safety. 
Rov A Martin, of Portsmouth and John M 


McElroy of Columbus, both long-time Rhodes' 
aides, w ill be the executive assistants, and Miss 
Emma scholo/ of Columbus returns as Rhodes' 
private secretary 
administrative assistant) 
It's go<xi to see all those familiar names but we 
believe It Is- important that Gov.-Elect Rhodes 
a n d all his returning former associates approach 
their jobs with a fresh outlook 
They must guard against a tendency to at­ 
tempt to “ turn back the clo ck " Times, regula 
tions. laws, economic conditions and a host of 
other things have changed since Gov. Rhodes 
went out of office in January 1971. 
WHAT WORKED 
very well in the middle 
1960s might not he worth a nickel in the middle 
1970s 
Also, the assumption cannot be made auto­ 
matically that everything done by Gov. Gilligan 
and his administration was bad and must be 
junked Improvements have been effected in nu­ 
merous areas the last four years and they should 
be continued. 
The building of a new program must he 
tailored to 1975 needs. 
Hog Value Down 


The average value per head for all hogs and 
pigs on hand Dec l in Ohio was $39. compared’ 
with $54 a year ago The drop is a 24 per cent de­ 
crease in value, according to figures from the 
Ohio Crop Reporting Service. 
Whereas an increased supply is often the case 
in low er agricultural products, the drop in value 
comes at a time when the combined hog and pig 
inventory is down 14 per cent from December 
1973 
The OCRS projects that Ohio farmers intend to 
farrow 186.000 sows in the next half-year, down 
nearly 13 per cent from the same time this year.

THE STRETCH-OUT 
is the

work on the part of a teacher. 
Expansion is a cinch. It’s also 
good for selling textbooks com­ 
posed of one's doctoral thesis. 
But four undergraduate years 
are precious — or should be — 
and he who wastes a student’s 
time picks his pocket. 
The 
cry 
for 
“ relevant 
courses” got a bad name during 
the crazy 1960s because it was 
raised by New Leftists in the 
hope that they could transform 
classes into Marxist bull ses­ 
sions led by themselves. But 
“ relevance" has merit, none­ 
theless. 
Webster defines “culture" as 
“ the training or refining of the 
moral and intellectual nature. 
No man can claim to be cul­ 
tured if he has no grasp of the 
great accomplishments of the 
human past and little under­ 
standing of issues involved in 
the human future. It is now pos­ 
sible to go down the long cafete­ 
ria line in the average Amer­ 
ican university and arrive at 
the cash register with a tray 
full of olives, stuffed celery', 
soda crackers, pink lemonade 
and ice cream but containing 
few vitamins. 
IN CONSEQUENCE, 
each 
year we turn thousands who 
may have learned how to make 
a living but who possess only a 


few jigsaw pieces of culture. 
They have only the foggiest no­ 
tion of how to enrich their 
minds in the years ahead of 
them or what to do about the 
perplexities facing m odern 
man. 
So maybe a prerequisite to a 
baccalaureate degree in any 
discipline should be three sur­ 
vey courses — m an's arts, 
m an’s institutions and m an’s 
future. 
These 
should 
be 
tough 
courses, worth at least five 
credits each and taught in suc­ 
cessive years by the best men 
in a number of departments, 
each delivering as few as three 
and not more than half a dozen 
lectures. 
How many sheepskins are be­ 
stowed each spring on students 
who have never really listened 
to a symphony or seen a Shake­ 
spearean play — even on film0 
Not only is America the most 
Unbared*of the great nations 
(rockabilly rides with your car 
radio from coast to coast) but a 
high percen tage of college 
graduates 
has 
never 
heard 
great poetry or learned that 
there are ways to tell the differ­ 
ence between a fine painting 
and a daub. 
AN OVERVIEW of history, 
ignoring dates of battles or 
names of minor kings but de­ 
voted 
to great 
movements, 
could be taught in a mind-stick­ 
ing manner in 30 hours. 
The campus majority which 
last winter was convinced that 
the energy crisis was a phony is 
a tribute to selective illiteracy. 
A college generation that has 
little 
understanding 
of 
eco­ 
nomic theory or that doesn’t 
know that collectivism leads to 
coercion could 
m arch our 
grandchildren into the prison 
house. 
In considering m an’s future, 
able lecturers could reveal both 
the promises and the dangers in 
cellular research, genetic engi­ 
neering, population control, 
electronic snooping and space 
science. Why should m any 
graduates of the class of ’75 
grope blindly into the last quar­ 
ter of the century and appear at 
the voting booth as wide-eyed 
children?

NEW YORK (A P ) — There 
long has been a correlation be­ 
tween the level of a country’s 
standard of living and its use of 
paper. The more paper con­ 
sumed. it has been observed, 
the higher the literacy and liv­ 
ing standards. 
In the United States, for ex­ 
ample. per capita consumption 
of paper will total about 630 
pounds this year, in the form ot 
newspapers, books, magazines, 
C h ristm as c a rd s, ap p lian ce 
cartons, last food containers 
etc. 
In India, the comparable fig­ 
ure is 4.4 pounds, and in Japan. 
Germany and Britain it’s a 
little above or below 
300 
pounds. Sweden comes closest 
to the United States, at 468 
pounds, followed by Canada. 
451. and Denmark. 359. 
For extreme comparisons, 
the correlation does appear to 
have some value, such as in 
comparing European nations 
with 
Arab 
nations 
But

against Canada? Or Canada 
and Europe?

Congress has set up a Com­ 
mission on Federal Paperwork 
to find ways to reduce the bur­ 
den on business, which is esti­ 
mated to total around $18 billion 
a year. 
None other than a business 
forms company. Standard Reg 
ister Co.. is sponsoring sessions 
to help executives confess theii 
waste of paper and to assist 
with their reformation. 
Donald F Whitehead, presi­ 
dent. comes up w ith one simple 
measure to cut down waste: 
Accept computer printouts with 
eight rather than just six lines 
to the inch. 
The movement could be in its 
embryonic state and destined to 
grow, especially since reces­ 
sion-hurt industry will be seek­ 
ing techniques 
for 
reducing 
waste — which is what a good 
deal of paper consumption is.

State U. 
Halt to Four-year 
Shooting Case 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
The Kent State University 
shootings case came to a sud­ 
den halt Nov. 8 when a federal 
judge acquitted eight former 
Ohio National Guard members 
of civil rights violations. 
The end came after three 


weeks of a trial that followed a 
federal 
grand 
jury 
in­ 
vestigation spanning three 
months. 
U>8S. District Judge Frank J. 
Battisti granted a defense mo­ 
tion for acquittal after the gov­ 
ernment rested its case.

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He upheld the contention by 
defense attorneys that evidence 
presented by the government 
was insufficient to support 
charges in the March 29 in­ 
dictment. 
National 
Guard 
troops 
opened

antiwar 
demonstrators on 
the Kent 
State campus May 4, 
1970, 
killing four 
students 
and 
wounding nine others. 
The 13-second burst of gun­ 
fire erupted during a con­ 
frontation of guardsmen and 
students protesting US. mili­ 
tary involvement in Cambodia. 
Judge Battisti’s ruling came 
as no surprise to most of those 
connected with the case. 
“ We expected it, now or 
eventually,” 
said James E 
Pierce, 30, of Amelia Island, 
Fla., one of the defendants. 
Robert A.Murphy, head of the 
civil rights section of the 
Justice Department’s Criminal 
Division and the chief prose­ 
cuting attorney, said he was 
“ not overwhelmed with sur­ 
prise’’ by the ruling. 
He said he planned no further 
action in the case. 
“ As far as I ’m concerned it’s 
all over,” he said. 
The 
federal 
indictment 
charged the former guardsmen 
with wilfully assaulting and in­ 
timidating the shooting victims 
and others by firing weapons in 
their direction. 
The indictment also charged ’ 
that the defendants also de­ 
prived the victims and others of 
their 
constitutional 
right 
against loss of liberty without 
due process of law. 
Battisti ruled that “ based 
upon the evidence offered the 
court, reasonable jurors must 
find that there is a reasonable 
doubt as to whether these eight 
defendants were possessed of a 
specific intention to deprive the 
students of Kent State set forth 
in the indictment of their con­ 
stitutional and federal rights at 
the time they discharged their 
weapons.” 
In his written opinion he 
found insufficient evidence to 
support charges of civil rights 
violations but “ state officials 
may yet wish to pursue crimi­ 
nal prosecutions against vari­ 
ous persons responsible for 
events at Kent State.” 
“ I don’t know what he’s talk­ 
ing about," said Ohio Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown. “ After all 
we’ve just defended them.” 
A special state grand jury 
that investigated the shootings 
in the fall of 1970 exonerated 
National Guard troops. It in­ 
dicted 25 persons, including 
Kent State students and former 
students, on a variety of 
charges. Most of the charges 
were dropped a year later. 
The state grand jury' said in 
its report that the guardsmen 
had reason to believe their lives 
were in danger from rock- 
throwing antiwar demonstra­ 
tors when they began shooting. 
Battisti said events at Kent 
State comprised “ a series of 
tragic blunders and mistakes of 
judgment.” 
“ It is vital that state and Na­ 
tional Guard officials not re­ 
gard this decision as author 
izing or approving the use of 
force against unarmed demon­ 
strators, whatever the occasion 
or the issues involved,” the 
judge wrote. 
On trial with Pierce were 
seven Ohiaons — James D. 
McGee, 28, and Lawrence A. 
Shafer, 28, both of Ravenna; 
Ralph W.Zoller. 27, Mantua; 
Barry W Morris, 30, Kent; Leon 
H 
Smith, 
27, 
Beach City; 
Mathew J. McManus, 28, West 
Salem, and William E.Perkins, 
28, Canton. 
The defendants were mem­ 
bers of National Guard units 
ordered to Kent State on May 2, 
1970, by then-Gov. Jaxes A 
Rhodes after demonstrators 
had burned down the Army Re­ 
serve Officers Training Corps 
building. 
The government called 33 
witnesses. Among them were 
the nine wounded students and 
several photographers who 
took pictures of the shooting 
and events leading to it. Many 
of the pictures were entered in 
evidence to show that no stu­ 
dents were near the guardsmen 
when the gunfire erupted 
Several witnesses testified 
that about 2,000 students as­ 
sembly on the university s 
commons at the start of the 
demonstration and that they 
irnored an order to disperse 
They said some students picked 
up canisters of tear gas fired by 
guardsmen and threw them 
back at the troops 
Witnesses said the crowd 
scattered 
as 
guardsmen 
marched toward it and contin 
ued over Blanket Hill to a foot­ 
ball practice field below, where 
they were stopped by fences 
They said students in an ad 
joining parking lot shouted ob 
scemties and threw rocks and 
other objects at the troops on 
the field 
The guardsmen retreated 
back up the hill and when they 
reached the crest suddenly

that the promotion of gold sales

induce individuals to 
speculate in the metal without a 
a clear understanding of the 
financial risks involved. 
New York’s First City Na­ 
tional Bank and the Bank of 
America had announced Thurs 
day they did not intend to buy or 
sell gold. 
Mellon warned against the 
purchase of gold for quick prof­ 
its for three reasons: 
-Returnon investment is not 
guaranteed, like interest on 
savings accounts, but depends 
entirely on appreciation in 
market value. 
—Federal deposit insurance 
does not apply to gold held in 
banks for safekeeping because 
gold does not qualify as a bank 
deposit.

changing philosophy of what a 
coach’s duties should be.

Meanwhile, imports of $3.24 
billion surged upward by 20 per 
cent from July-October last 
year. 
“ Sugar imports were up 22 
per cent in volume at tsto mil 
lion short tons «2.000 pounds 
each),’’ the report said “ Im 
port unit values zoomed 154 per 
cent, from $180 per ton in the 
1U73 period to $437 per ton in the 
1974 period.”

Committee Chairman John 
Kerrigan, Paul Ellison and 
John McDonough were cited by 
US District Court Judge W 
Arthur Gamty Jr on Friday 
for defying an order to endorse 
and forward to him an outline 
for racially 
balancing class­ 
rooms next fall 
The plan was submitted to 
Garritv by a committee attor­ 
ney, who then resigned 
The Boston chapter of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement 
of 
Colored 
People, which asked that the 
committee members be held in 
civil contempt, suggested that 
the three be fined $500 a day 
each until they endorse* the 
plan 
Garritv said he was consid­ 
ering ordering the committee 
members to submit the plan of­ 
ficially while at the same time 
maintaining that they are per­ 
sonally opposed fo forced bus- 
ing He asked them to consider 
whether they would comply 
w ith such an order 
Ml three members said I hey 
would approve specific court 
orders regarding integration 
But they said they would take 
“ no initiative or affirmative ac­ 
tion" unless they were sur<* it 
would not create racial strife or 
danger to school children 
Under questioning by Gar- 
rity. Kerrigan said he did not 
vote for the plan because "1 
don*I want any forced busing 
plan to Ih? called the School 
Committee plan ’* 
He added. “ I'm against the 
forced busing of school chil­ 
dren It is unfortunate that be­

integration plan, 
written by school officials, was 
submitted to the committee 
Dec. 16 But the members voted 
3 2 not to endorse it or forward 
it to Garritv.

A busing plan ordered by 
Garritv and now in effect re

busing began last September. 
James Sullivan, the school 
committee's lawyer, said no 
damage resulted from the com­ 
mittee’s refusal to endorse the 
plan, and he asked Garritv to 
overlook it.

U.S. diplomats say progress 
at the Conference on Security 
and Cooperation in Europe, un­ 
der way in G«*neva since Sep­ 
tember 1973, may bring the 
heads of all 35 participating 
governments together next 
summer to sign a declaration 
on East-West relations. 
Other East-West talks have 
been held in Vienna since Octo­ 
ber 1973 on the mutual reduc­ 
tion of armed forces on both 
sides of the line dividing Eu­ 
rope Less progress has been 
reported there and the talks are 
still in the stage of “ useful 
general discussions,” one ob­ 
server said. 
The primary goal of these 
conferences has been to pro­ 
mote detente Some allied dip­ 
lomats say the United States is 
now the No. 1 advocate in the 
West for coming to terms with 
the Communist side. To this 
end. the United States has 
dropped its original opposition 
to a spectacular jamboree of 
heads of state to end the Gen­ 
eva conference, something the 
Soviets have pushed for 
U S officials insist, however, 
that this attitude does not mean 
that Washington has abandoned 
interest in human rights issues, 
including guarantees of the tree 
tlow of ideas, information and 
peoples

worlds. There is good reason to 
believe the Soviets will make 
considerable concessions on 
these issues, the officials hint.

ized countries. 
The Europeans, who need 
energy conservation far more 
than the United States, are re­ 
luctant to move toward that 
goal unless Washington pro­ 
vides a drastic example. Presi­ 
dent Ford does not seem to be in 


a hurry to do so. 
At the Martinique meeting 
between Ford and French 
President 
Valery 
Giscard 
d’Estaing both countries ap­ 
peared to have buried the 
hatchet 
But there are some 
who are skeptical about the 
impact of the conference on 
I S French relations 
\nother problem which is 
known to worry Secretary of 
State H e n ry A. Kissinger is the 
fear that the Communist par­ 
ties in the allied countries of the 
Mediterranean might get un­ 
comfortably close to power. 
There already is a coalition in 
Portugal which includes the 
Communists. The primary 
question is whether their pres­ 
ence should be regarded as a 
penetration oi the Atlantic al­ 
liance and, more importantly, 
of NATO’s military structure. 
Several experts predict the 
Communists in Portugal, the 
only 
well-organized 
political 
force in that country, will be 
more powerful 
after next 
spring’s elections that they al­ 
ready are 
The Com n u n i st 
role 
in 
Greece and Italy is carefully 
watched in Washington, though 
there is loss concern now than 
earlier this year that the Com­ 
munists might become part of 
the governments in these two 
allied nations, 
Spain could become another 


problem when Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco disappears 
from the scene. 
U.S. officials also are watch­ 
ing with growing anxiety and 
great sympathy the precarious 
economic situation in Britain 
And they are anxious for a set 
tlement of the Cyprus situation 
As far as Washington is con 
cerned. West German chan 
cellor Helmut Schmidt is the 
most respected leader in West­ 
ern Europe. 
As for NATO, U.S. officials 
point proudly to two develop­ 
ments in 1974 First, the Vladi­ 
vostok agreement marked a So­ 
viet concession because Mos­ 
cow abandoned its earlier in­ 
sistence that the agreement 
must 
include the 
American 
“ forward based systems,” the 
intermediate range missiles 
and airplanes stationed in Eu­ 
rope trom where they could 
strike at Russia. Secondly, the 
increased U.S. combat strength 
in Europe should bring Ameri­ 
can troops in Western Germany 
to its 1966 level of five combat' 
divisions.
